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Introduction

The National Defense Authorization Act for Fiscal Year 2002 amended the
Defense Base Closure and Realignment Act of 1990 (Public Law 101-510) to authorize
a round of closures and realignments in 2005. The Commission forwarded its report
and recommendations to the President on September 8, 2005. On September 15,
2005, the President approved the Commission’'s recommendations and forwarded its
report to Congress. Since Congress did not enact a joint resolution of disapproval
within the review period provided by the BRAC Act, on November 9, 2005, the
Department became legally obligated to close and realign all installations recommended
for closure and realignment in the Commission’s report. In accordance with the BRAC
Act, the Department is now in the process of initiating activities to ensure it implements
the recommendations within the statutory six-year period which will end on September
15, 2011.

This report addresses reporting requirements specified in Section 2907 of the
BRAC Act, as amended by Section 2831 of the National Defense Authorization Act for
Fiscal Year 2006 (P.L. 109-163).

As was the case in prior BRAC rounds, the Fiscal Year 2008 budget justification
material submitted separately by the Comptroller was developed to satisfy the
requirements of paragraphs (1) and (2) of Section 2907 of the BRAC Act. The DoD
Component justification material provided detailed information by realignment and
closure package, broken out by one-time implementation costs, anticipated revenues
from land sales, and expected savings. This material provides justification for the Fiscal
Year 2008 funds requested for BRAC 2005 implementation.

Section 2831 of the National Defense Authorization Act for Fiscal Year 2006
amended section 2907 by adding new reporting requirements. The amended section
2907 is provided in Appendix 3. This report provides the information required by
paragraphs three through seven. Specifically, this report provides:

e a description of the closure or realignment actions already carried out at each
BRAC 2005 installation and the current status of the closure or realignment of the
installation, including whether—

o0 aredevelopment authority has been recognized by the Secretary of Defense
for the installation;

o0 the screening of property at the installation for other Federal use has been
completed; and

o0 aredevelopment plan has been agreed to by the redevelopment authority for
the installation;

e adescription of redevelopment plans for each BRAC 2005 installation;

e the quantity of property remaining to be disposed of at each BRAC 2005
installation as part of its closure or realignment;



e the quantity of property already disposed of at each BRAC 2005 installation;

e a list of the Federal agencies that have requested property during the screening
process for each BRAC 2005 installation, including the date of transfer or
anticipated transfer of the property to such agencies, the acreage involved in
such transfers, and an explanation for any delays in such transfers;

e a list of known environmental remediation issues at each BRAC 2005 installation,
including the acreage affected by these issues, an estimate of the cost to
complete such environmental remediation, and the plans (and timelines) to
address such environmental remediation; and

e an estimate of the date for the completion of all closure or realignment actions at
each BRAC 2005 installation.

BRAC 2005 affects over 800 locations across the Nation through 24 major
closures, 24 major realignments, and 765 lesser actions. The large number of
transformational recommendations, particularly recommendations to establish joint
operations, present significant implementation challenges. To meet these challenges,
the Department initiated a process to develop Business Plans that laid out the requisite
actions, timing of those actions, and the costs and savings associated with
implementing each recommendation. The Business Plans serve as the foundation for
the complex program management necessary to ensure BRAC 2005 recommendations
are implemented efficiently and effectively. As such, developing the Business Plans,
having them approved and using them as the primary vehicle to delineate resource
requirements and generate military construction requirements have been the primary
implementation activities over the past year.

Responsibility for the development of each Business Plan was assigned, by
recommendation, generally to the Military Department or Defense Agency with facility
management authority at the receiving site. Organizations significantly impacted by the
recommendation are key players in the process and formally coordinated on the plans.
For those recommendations that originated from (the seven) Joint Cross-Service
Groups (JCSGs), these groups will continue to provide a consultative role to ensure the
implementation plan achieves the goals envisioned in the recommendation approved
through the Commission review process. Additionally, the OSD Office of the General
Counsel has been a key player in reviewing the Business Plans to ensure that they are
legally sufficient and to verify that the Department is meeting its legal obligations.

Since the Business Plans serve as the foundation for the substantial investment
required for implementing these recommendations, the Department continued the
important oversight responsibility of the Infrastructure Steering Group (ISG). This senior
group has reviewed all Business Plans to ensure that the Department meets its legal
obligations under BRAC and applies its resources effectively and efficiently.



The ISG has approved the vast majority of the approximately 240 Business Plans
needed to implement the Commission recommendations. A handful await approval
where they involve complex issues, i.e., where Service lines of authority cross and
where there is a sizeable realignment. There are another dozen plans that have been
deferred pending development of broader policies to facilitate implementation (joint
basing and chemical demilitarization). Business plans regarding the Naval Air Station
Oceana and Broadway recommendations, both added by the Commission, were
delayed pending resolution of contingencies built into the recommendations. These are
now unnecessary because the contingent recommendation for Naval Air Station
Oceana required certain actions by both the States of Virginia and Florida and the
Department of Defense Inspector General determined that neither Virginia nor Florida
completed their requirements. In the case of Navy Broadway Complex, the Department
of the Navy entered into a long-term lease with the City of San Diego, pursuant to the
Recommendation’s requirement on or before January 1, 2007 that provides for the
redevelopment of the complex. Therefore, no further action by the Department is
required.

In addition to developing Business Plans, the Department has initiated site
surveys, commenced planning and design for military construction projects, conducted
environmental analysis, screened property for other federal agency use, recognized
Local Redevelopment Authorities, and executed other planning efforts to further BRAC
implementation. As BRAC implementation matures, reports for future years will reflect
increased activity. This year’s report provides additional environmental remediation
information, as detailed below. All installation data contained in this report represents
the best data available at the time of report publication and is subject to change.

Report Organization

Installations impacted by BRAC 2005 recommendations (including leased
installations) are provided by Military Department by state, and Defense Agency. For
each installation that will either close or realign the report provides individual
installations summaries consisting of:

e The BRAC Commission number and title for all recommendations affecting the
installation.

e A top level description of the closure or realignment actions completed.

e Whether a local redevelopment authority has been recognized by the Secretary
of Defense.

e Whether the screening of property at the installation for other Federal Agency
use has been completed.

e Whether a redevelopment plan has been agreed to by the redevelopment
authority.

e If aredevelopment plan does exist, its description.

e The total quantity of property remaining to be disposed. This section reflects the
Government Owned acreage reported by the Military Departments that has been
screened through a formal "Notice of Availability" under the General Services



Administration-delegated disposal authorities across the components of the
Department of Defense and determined as “excess” to the Department’s needs
as of December 1, 2006. Where the “excess” determination has not been
finalized, the acreage published in the component’s “Notice of Availability” as of
December 1, 2006 is represented.

e The quantity of property already disposed. This will be shown as “none” for most
installations.

e Alist of the Federal Agency(s) that have requested property during the screening
process, including the date of anticipated transfer, the acreage involved, and an
explanation of any delays to transfer. Federal Agency(s) have expressed a
request for property by either a Notice of Intent or a GSA Form 1334/DD 1354
application. A Notice of Intent request is not a binding agreement and
subsequent reports will reflect only GSA Form 1334/DD 1354 application
requests.

e The overall estimated completion date for all closure or realignment actions at
the installation. This is the last date of the last action necessary to complete the
closure or realignment. It does not include time necessary for environmental
restoration or property disposal.

e If aninstallation has environmental remediation issues, those are detailed at
Appendices 1 and 2.

Environmental Remediation Issues and Cost To Complete

Appendix 1 provides the list of known environmental remediation issues at each
installation closed or realigned by BRAC 2005 that are part of the Defense
Environmental Restoration Program (DERP) as defined by DoD’s 2001 Management
Guidance for the DERP. The data presented for each installation includes the known
environmental remediation issues to be addressed under the DERP, an estimate of the
cost to complete for DERP eligible environmental restoration activities, the plans and
timelines for addressing these remediation issues, the affected media, remedy types,
and contaminant types identified for prioritization ranking purposes. Because the
Department has not historically collected acreage information for installations that are
not closing, this report contains acreage information primarily for closing installations.
Acreage information for all realigning installations will be provided in next year’s report.

Below is a Department-level summary of the estimated cost to complete for all
known environmental remediation actions for the DERP sites at installations impacted
by the 2005 BRAC round.

The DERP cost-to-complete for closing installations is funded through the BRAC
account, whereas the DERP cost-to-complete for realigning installations is funded
through the environmental restoration account for active installations. Cost-to-complete
estimates are based on the best-available information at the time of their development
and represent bottom-up, site level aggregations. Additionally, the cost-to-complete
estimates address all site-level DERP requirements at the entire installation.

Appendix 2 provides the list of known environmental remediation issues at each
affected installation affected by the BRAC 2005 actions that are not included in the
DERP, as defined by the DERP Management Guidance. For each issue Appendix 2
includes the type of remediation issue; its description; acreage affected; an estimate of
the cost to complete; a description of the plans to address each issue; and timelines for
addressing each remediation issue in terms of estimated start and completion dates.
The types of “non-DERP” environmental remediation issues are categorized as follows:
